Treaty Revision By 
Agreement — 

Turkey’s application to the 
Council of the League to have 
the Treaty of Lausanne revised 
and to lift the ban on the forti- 
fication of the Dardanelles and 
the Bosphorus can come as no 
surprise after the events of the 
past two years. Germany has 
seen fit to tear up in succes- 
sion the. disarmament clauses 


followed suit by repudiating 
part of the Treaty of St. Ger- 
main. It is to the credit of the 
Turkish Government that they 
have proceeded on  constitu- 
tional lines by making their 
application to the League, and 
we may expect to see the whole 
matter discussed in a frank and 
friendly manner. It is a lesson 
in statesmanship to those who 
really have the peace of the 
world at heart. 

The Treaty of Lausanne dif- 
fered from the other peace 
treaties In the fact that it was 
freely negotiated and not im- 
pesed upon a beaten enemy. It 
is hardly possible to argue that 
this demilitarisation was penal 
in character. To justify their 
release from it the Turkish 
Government should produce 
evidence of a change of cir- 
cumstances since the treaty was 
signed. It is conceivable “that 
they may argue that the grave 
deterioration. in the interna- 
tional situation and _ the 
feverish rearmament that is 
proceeding is sufficient of itself 
to justify their request to be 
allowed to protect their’ coun- 
try from invasion.
